Rent as Result of Loans

WASHINGTON (ft—A housing of-

The official made the disclosure

eral Housing Administration. 


Housing Administrator Albert M. 


Cole, Hollyday'a boss, said in a 
news conference this week that 
FHA had approved for insurance 
oversize loans for the construction 
of rental apartments under terms 
of a government housing aid pro- 


I gram ended in 1950. 


Cole said Hollyday had known of, 


but had not acted against, approv- 
al for insurance of larger than 
necessary loans foisted on home 
owners for house repairs and reno- 
vations. This program is still oper- 
ating. 


Congress terminated the rental 


apartment programs long before 
Hollyday or Cole took office last 
year. 


Cole said Thursday he had writ- 


ten Hollyday in January congratu- 
lating him on his "straight for- 
ward" approach in dealing with 
abuse of home repair and addition 
loans. 


He did not explain the apparent 


discrepancy between that letter 
and his statement this week that 
Hollyday had not acted properly 
in the matter. Two senate commit- 
tees hsve opened Investigations of 
the FHA loan insurance program. 


'Fair Share' 
Of Troops 
Promised 


Seeks to Soothe 
Nerves of France 
On EDC Planning 


AUGUSTA, Ga. UP)—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower pledged to- 
day that a "fair share" of 
American troops will be main- 
tained in Europe as long as a 
threat to the security of the 
Western nations exists. 


In a six-point message to the 


pi line mimsteis of six Western Eu- 
lopean countries, the Picsident 
sought to assure Fiench ratifica- 
lion of the European Defense Com- 
munity (EDC) pioject by promis- 
ing in effect that icarmament of 
West Geimany would not be per- 
mitted to endanger Fiance. 


Sought Assurances 


Fiance long has sought such for- 


mal assurances before joining in 
the ci cation of a six-nation army 
designed as a bulwailt against any 
Russian aggiession. The proposed 
EDC has been ratified by Belgium, 
West Germany, Luxembourg and 
The Netherlands. Only Italy and 
l-iancc have yet to act. 


The Picsident also pledged con- 


tinuation of efforts to provide for 
sharing with U. S. allies more In- 
foi million about the use and the 
effects of the hydrogen bomb and 
atomic weapons on military and 
civilian personnel. 


In an adininlstiation statement 


of policy, he messaged all six na- 
tions fiom his vacation headquar- 
lets heie that: 


1. The United States will continue 


to maintain in Europe, including 
West Germany 
such American 


tioops "as may be neccssaiy and 
appropriate to contribute its fair 
.sliate of the foices needed for the 
joint defense of the Noith Atlantic 
nrra while a thicat to that area 
exists . . ."

It would not be wise for outsiders to try to prejudice his 


case. A board of respected men is studying it and we must 
'await its findings. But it is reasonable to look at some parts 
of Oppenheimer's life which seem to account for his present 
involvement.

. For the most part, he is charged with having actively 


pursued Communist associations during the period 1940 to 
1943. 
But he insists he never joined the Communist party 


nor accepted its rigid doctrines. He was drawn to Commu- 
nist ideas through their "humanitarian" appeal, as were so 
many intellectuals in recent decades. 


Yet Oppenheimer had no knowledge against which to 


measure the validity of this appeal. His mind then was a 
complete vacuum on politics and economics. 


During his early professional days in California, except 


-for some outside attention to literature, he was totally im- 
mersed in science. He never read newspapers or magazines. 
He had no radio and no telephone. He did not learn of the 
1929 stock market crash until long after the event. He did 
not vote until he was 11 years past eligible voting age. 
» ' • 
• 


That any intelligent adult could so isolate himself from 


his world seems really incredible.. He had only to pick up his 
newspaper to get-a broad and reasonably accurate portrait 
of his time, yet for years this brilliant scientist never did that 
simple thing. 


For this weird isolation, which made him so incomplete 


a man and a thinker. Oppenheimer must bear much personal 
blame. Arthur H. Complon, Vannevar Bush and James B. 
Conant are proof that scientists can be politically informed 
and intelligent, can indeed sometimes make unique contribu- 
tions to practical world affairs. 


Yet the whole blame is not Oppenheimer's. He was one 


product of a time when it was not thought necessary to teach 
scientists anything but science, or engineers anything but 
•building. They were trained for special performance and 
keen pursuit of special knowledge. 


Most educators in these fields know better now. Many 


schools try to make the scientist a whole man. But the pres- 
sures of time work against him, tending to squeeze out all 
but his mind-consuming specialty. 


No one could demand that the scientist make of himself 


also a historian, an economist and a poli^ca! specialist. But 
it \vould appear fair to ask that he step away from his retorts 
and test tubes long enough each day to read his newspaper 
well.

heimer, director of the Institute for Advanced Study at Princeton, N. J., 
the great "authority" on super-bombs. The Times Sunday magazine is 
a propaganda channel of a paper with a massive but not altogether • 
legitimate reputation for publishing "all the news 
that's fit to print." The Sunday editor is one Lester 
Market, journalist of the Times' own bureaucracy. 
The author of the Oppenheimer Sunday laud was one 
Gertrude Samuels of the Times magazine staff. 


Oppenheimer was secretly

Atomic Energy Commission some months ago pend- 
ing a scrutiny of his "security file."

Miss Samuels said that "on the 


subject of candor Oppenheimer has 
strong, outspoken views." 


Thus the people must "have con- 


fidence that they know the truth 
of the dangers and the choices con- 
fronting them." 


And, to be strong, the people 


"must have the best reasonable 
defenses against the atom." This 
was clarified but little by an en- 
suing statement that the old pallia- 
tives of fire-fighting and first aid 
were clearly outmoded. It took no 
genius to surmise that with the 
firemen all dead and the hydrants 
shot to hell in one grand blast 
there would be no point in holler- 
ing "fire." 


Then came the message. "To be 


strong and adequately defended, 
the free world must allow its scien* 
lists to work together, to collabo- 
rate. In short, we need candor, too, 
with our allies. The fetish of secre- 
cy has prevented our scientists 
from consulting those of Canada 
and Britain." 


Oppenheimer wanted to tell the 


people "without violating security" 
the extent and nature of atomic 
weapons and give a rough idea of 
their effects and of the enemy's 
strength. Of course there was al- 
ways the risk of, "another Fuchs," 
the treacherous scientist in Britain 
who betrayed great secrets to So- 
viet Russia. And Oppenheimer ad- 
mitted that all that we on the anti- 
Russian side could do was keep our 
security checks as tight as pos- 
sible. However, to make "islands 
out of atomic scientists was not 
going to produce more security. It 
would produce less." 


Arthur Hays Sulzbcrger, who 


married the boss' daughter and 
became the publisher of the New 
York 
Times, 
proposed 
a few 


months ago that all Communists 
be forgiven who had quit the trea- 
son after the Berlin airlift. Inas- 
much as the party had gone under- 
ground by that time, Mr. Sulz- 
berger's proposal seemed to have 
a fatal defect. There would be no 
known way of refuting the word of 
a totally unregenerate Red who 
claimed to have reformed.

OrtJVoblem of 
Unwed Mothers 


•f,";. By DOROTHY ROE 


Associate^ Press Women's Editor 
^Common sense and frank dis- 
cussion have done much to reha- 
bilitate the lives of today's unwed 
mothers, says Sara B. Edlin, for 
40 years director of a home for 
these one-time outcasts of .society. 


A kindly, bright-eyed little worn 


man with a vast understanding of 
human problems, Mrs. Edlin has 
. set down her findings in a new 
book, "The Unmarried Mother in 
Our Society," soon to be pub- 
lished. Discussing in an interview 
the changes both in public attitude 
and in the character of the girls 
themselves over the years of her 
long tenure, Mrs. Edlin says: 


"When I first arrived to take 


over management of the Lakeview 
Home in Staten Island in 1914, 
most of the expectant mothers 
there were young immigrant girls 
who had come over- from the old 
country to seek jobs in- New York. 


From All Classes 


"Today we have girls from all 


strata of society, from wealthy and 
upper-class homes<as well as from 
poverty-stricken families. So we 
cannot place the blame lor their 
plight on either ignorance or pov- 
erty. Most of the girls have had 
the advantage of sex education in 
the schools, many have excellent 
backgrounds and college educa- 
tions. 


"I have come to the firm con- 


clusion that in almost every case 
the misfortune of these girls is 
caused by a faulty relationship 
with their parents. In some in- 
stances the girls feel they have 
been slighted for a more attractive 
or more gifted brother or sister. 
In sonic cases they icsent parental 
discipline and feel that the rules 
laid down by their mothers and 
fathers are old-fashioned. 


"It seems to be a spirit of de- 


fiance against their parents that 
has driven practically every one of 
them to her present state." 
' Most of today's unmarried moth- 
ers do not keep their babies, says 
Mrs. Edlin. and under the present 
social structure in this country she 
'believes this is best for the future 
of both mother and child. 


It is unusual for today's unwed 


mother to marry the fathor of her 
child, says Mis. Edlin. Often she 
doesn't want to marry him, even 
if he is willing.

WASHINGTON (f> — Radio Mos- 


cow has told the Russian people 
American farmers are going bank- 
rupt at the rate of 100.000 a year, 
because too many tractors are be- 
ing use'd. 


If that sounds paradoxical from 


a country trying for years to boost 
its own tractor production, the ex- 
planation given by commentator 
Valentin Zorin on a broadcast 
picked up by government monitors 
here is this: 


In the United States, only large 


farms can afford tractors. Two- 
thirds of American farms have no 
tractors at all. Therefore small 
farmers find it impossible to com- 
pete against the big capitalistic 
farmers. 


Mechanization 
of 
agriculture 


"has brought veritable disaster to 
millions of farmers." Zorin said, 
and added: "Every new tractor in 
agriculture means the ruin of one 
farm family or five lenants." • 


Zorin said the Eisenhower ad- 


ministration has done nothing to 
combat what he called an agricul- 
tural disaster. 


"All they do in agriculture." he 


said, "is "aimed at safeguarding 
the interests of wealthy landown- 
ers and the large 
agricultural 


farms, which in no way serve the 
interests of the many million of 
farmers . . . 


"American ruling circles . . . 


prefer to destroy enormous masses 
of foodstuffs, burn grain and dump 
sugar into the sea. in order to 
maintain high prices at any cost."

have outrun public information. 


"The public appears to be rela- 


tively farther behind information- 
ally than ever before," said Block, 
the society's one-man watchdog 
committee on atomic information. 


The sensation created by Atomic 


E n e r g y Commission Chairman 
Lewis L. Strauss with his recent 
description of a 17-month-old hy- 
drogen bomb explosion, Block said, 
raises the question "whether the 
people must not be told much more 
much sooner." 


Cites Confusion 


"Witness the confusion of the 


Fedeial Civil Defense Administra- 
tion," Block said. "The potential 
of the H-bomb required a major 
change in emphasis in the -teach- 
ings of this organization. 


"Now the watchword is 'evacua- 


tion' and the training of rescue 
units is pinned to the needs of 
rescuing other areas rather than 
one's own city . . . 


"And what of the many stories 


about a cobalt bomb—which would 
set off a rain of destruction by the 
dropping of radioactive materials 
many miles from the site of the 
explosion?" 


A major question of national de- 


fense policy, the editor went on, 
is whether more money should be 
spent on continental d e f e n c e . 
"Clearly the answer to this is in 
the hands of the electorate," he 
said. "Does It have enough infor- 
mation on which to base a deci- 
sion?" 


Block's message was one section

Need of Law 


General improvement in the in- 


formation policy of federal agen- 
cies was reported. But Wiggins 
emphasized a need for a federal 
law to compel officials to divulge 
nonmilitary information if they re- 
fuse to do so voluntarily. 


His committee deplored, in ad- 


dition, the growing tendency of 
congressional committees to hold 
secret sessions. Forty per cent of 
the 3.105 committee and subcom- 
mittee meetings in the last session 
were held behind closed doors, the 
ASNE group said. 


It commended e f f o r t s being 


made by newspaper groups in 
Washington and a number of states 
to open up the legislative hearings 
and win enactment of freedom-of- 
information laws. 


As for improved information 


policy in federal agencies, the 
Wiggins report said five depart- 
ments now are holding regular 
news conferences: State, Defense, 
Justice, Agriculture and Post Of- 
fice. Two others are considering 
requests that they establish regu- 
lar conferences, Interior and Com- 
merce.

November revoked the order issued 
by former President Truman in 
1951, and stripped 28 agencies of 
the power to classify material as 
confidential or secret, newspapers.

No Agency 


One problem was listed as the 


absence of a designated agency to 
maintain a continuous scrutiny of 
the departments* to make sure they 
do not improperly restrict docu- 
ments. Another was said to be the 
fact that the only penalty for a 
breach of security is the harsh 
punitive provisions of the Eplo- 
nage Act or the Atomic Energy 
Act. "This is somewhat like arm- 
Ing a quail hunter with an elephant 
gun," the report said. 


"Members of this society and the 


newspaper industry generally face 
an enormous challenge," the Wig- 
gins committee said. 


"We are without the means of 


adequately policing ourselves or 
our colleagues on security matters, 
no matter how good our intentions 
are. 


"We can only consult security 


officials in whose journalistic judg- 
ment we generally lack confidence. 
We cannot go bail for newspapers 
that are careless, reckless or irre- 
sponsible. 


No Assurances 


"We are, at the same time, with- 


out the means of assuring Ameri- 
can citizens that information to 
which thev are entitled is not being 
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withheld from them by overzoalous 
classification of security informa- 
tion ... 


"If the industry itself does not 


come forward, sooner or later, 
with some alternative to a present 
situation that mc.mces both securi- 
ty and information, it must antici- 
pate action by others that may be 
inacceptable or distasteful."

His Bitter Critics Do 
Not Say He Would Lose

MADISON. Wis. tfV-After all the 


furious debate, how strong is Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy in Wisconsin to- 
day? 


Barring a special recall election, 


he will not come up fpr reelection 
in Wisconsin until 1958. But, if he 
were running this year, could he 
win again where it counts most, 
among the people who already 
have given him two senate terms? 


Seeking the answers, as of today, 


I talked with political figures, edi- 
tors and people on both sides of 
the McCarthy fence. I found no 
one even among the senator's bit- 
terest opponents, who was ready 
to bet that he couldn't win reelec- 
tion this year. Some say he is 
stronger: some say he is weaker: 
some say it "would be a close race. 
But no one says he would lose. 


Many Cautious

by LeRoy Gore, editor of the week- 
ly Sauk Piaine Star.

Pokes Problems 


The recall move poses several 


possible complications. First it 
must get 404,000 names. Then it 
undoubtedly would run into a court 
fight over the basic legal question: 
Once elected, can a member of 
congress be removed by anyone 
but congress? 


Assuming 
these 
complications 


are resolved, the special recall 
election would then be held on a 
"sudden death'' .basis. T h e r e 
would be no primary. McCarthy's 
name would automatically go on 
the ballot. He would be opposed 
by^ as many candidates as could 
get the required 3.000 signatures 
on a petition for them to appear 
on the ballot. The winner in this 
"free-for-all" election would be de- 
clared elected to the Senate. 


Could Rig It 


"McCarthy," said one of his most 
powerful 
critics 
in Milwaukee, 


"could rig the election. He could 
see to it that four or five people 
run against him and that would 
split the antiMcCarthy vote. 


"And 
wouldn't It be disastrous, 


especially now, if Joe McCarthy 
were to get a vote of confidence 
from his own state?" 


In the 19. 
r>2 GOP primary. Me- 


Carhty won in a six-man field with 


515,489 votes. His nearest Republi- 
can opponent, Leonard F. Schmitt, 
got 213,701 out of a total GOP vote 
of 759,000. The total vote in the 
Democratic primary, with only two 
men running, was 181,000. Thus 
McCarthy polled more votes than 
all the candidates in both pri- 
maries combined. 


However, in the general election 


of 1952, McCarthy's edge over his 
Democratic opponent, Thomas F. 
Fairchild, was only 129,00. This 
was about 102,000 below his win- 
ning margin in 1946. In 15)52, Mc- 
Carthy trailed the entire Republi- 
can state ticket and was far behind 
President Eisenhower, who had a 
plurality of 357,000. 


Catching Up? 


"It was obvious that the people 


of Wisconsin . . . were catching 
on to his demagogy," Editor Wil- 
liam T. Ev.iue, who has fought 
McCai-hy consistently, wrote in 
the Capital Times of Madison. 


Tom Colcman, a McCarthy sup- 


porter and one of the most power- 
ful Republicans in the state, said, 
however, that the only reason Mc- 
Carthy didn't do as well in 1952 
was that he didn't campaign much 
in his own state. 


Evjue is certain McCarthy would 


prove weaker if he were running 
this year. Evjue believes that the 
senator never had a real test of his 
strength in Wisconsin: that he won 
in 1946 because the liberals were 
split and in 1952 rode in on "Eisen- 
hower's coattails. 


Loses Supporters 


In his home town, Appleton, 


McCarthy has lost some support- 
ers, reportedly even some finan- 
cial backers, because of his attack 
on Nathan Puscy. Pusey. who pub- 
licly opposed the senator in 1952, 
was head of Lawrence College in 
Appleton before he became presi- 
dent of Harvard University. 


However, Editor John Riedl of 


the 
Appleton Post-Crescent be 


lieves that McCarthy would again 
carry the town by about 5 to 1.

WASHINGTON tfl — Whether Sec- 
retary of State Dulles has a loiig- 
lange clearly thought-out plan for 
stopping Communist expansion i» 
Southeast Asia, or whether he's 
making it up as he goes along, re- 
mains to be seen. 


Three years ago, under the Tru- 


man .idministration, this country 
formed a Pacific mihtaiy alliance 
with Australia and New Zealand, 
called Armis. 


The United States, in addition 


has separate defense anangements 


In the Pacific with the Philippines 
Japan, South Korea nncl the Na- 
tionalist Chinese government on 
Formosa. 


This question had been raised; 


Would It be a good idea to expand 
Anrus, by taking more nations into 
that particular alliance, and to 
foim a kind of Pacific counterpait 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization?

Dulles met here last September 


with the foieign ministers of Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. They said

the war in Indochina and began

Tomei's children, all born here

They were angered 
and embarrassed, said the eldest 
son, Shlgemichi Tomei. 


"We tried everything to explain 


the true situation to him," Shigc- 
michi said. "He wouldn't believe 
us. I even offered him money to 
take.a trip to Japan to see for 
himself but he refused." 


Asked why U. S. law was in 


effect if Hawaii is part of Japan, 
Tomei replied: "It takes time to 
set up a new administration but 
the Japanese administration will 
come within this year." 


One of Tomei'n sons was wound- 


ed in the Korean War, but the 
farmer paid: "There was no Ko- 
rean War. My son probably was 
injured- in some Army maneu 
vers."
